The act of Congress by which we are admitted into the Union is, in my ` 
opinion, sufficiently generous to recommend itself to the favorable cone, 
sideration of the people of Oregon. Tho grant of the 16th and Seth 
sections of land for: school purposes, is merely a continuation of & pro- 
visio contajhed in the organic act. Seventy-two sections are set apart, 
for the use of a State University —ten sections gre granted to he-applied 
to the erection of public buildings—and twelve salt springs, together 
with séventy-two sections, are given to the State, to be disposed of in 
such manner as the legislature shall provide ; and the asnal per centage 
on the net proceeds from the sale of the public lands within our limits, 
making in the aggregate, ninety-eight thousand five hundred and sixty- 
acres of land, exclusive of the 16th and 36th seciiane, forty five thau- 
saud and eighty acres of which is to be applied to educational purposes. 
Although this grant appears liberal and generous, yet, it may be diffi- 
cult to find lands in any of the valleys west of the Cascade range of. 
mountains of a desirable quality, unoccupied, subject to be located Vi 
the provisions of this bill.
